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EXPERIMENTAL CURTAILMENT 
The Superintendent of the Banff Park has 
given notice of a decision of the parks’ depart- 
ment that there will be no relief work provided 
there during the coming winter. Employment 
on constructibn work is to be carried on through 
the summer and as long as weather permits, at 
45 cents an hour. The workers will be expected 
to save money from their wages to keep them- 
selves and their families during the winter. 

The merchants of the town, however, point 
out that the pay for relief work during the past 
winters has not been sufficient to support the 
workers and their families, who have of neces- 
sity run bills at the stores, to be paid when the 
higher summer wage rate should be in force 
Since the season is far advanced, they protest 
that the men cannot possibly save enough dur- 
ing the remaining months to pay last winter's 
accounts and maintain themselves through the 
coming winter. 

A somewhat similar situation may be sup- 
posed to exist at Jasper, where similar arrange- 
ments have been in effect and where the new 
policy is no doubt also put into force, 

Policies of this kind, federal, provincial and 
municipal, aimed to making an end of relief 
and restore normal conditions of self-depend- 
ence, have to be regarded in the light of ex- 
periments. That is unfortunate, but true, and 
may as well be recognized 

Alike taxpayers generally and those who 
have been forced to accept relief or relief work, 
would be glad to see the end of the abnormal 
and altogether undesirable business of “emer- 
gency” arrangements for the support of those 
able to take care of themselves under ordinary 
conditions. But conditions are far from ordinary, 
are tending in that direction with provoking 
slowness, and the attainment of normality is a 
matter of the indeterminate future. 

Rules and regulations for cutting out relief 
and relief work anywhere are therefore subject 
to revision in the light of circumstances as they 
unfold It to be hoped there will be no 
need of relief or relief work anywhere in 
Alberta or in Canada next winter. But nobody 
expects that happy release from the depression 
to arrive The inference from western 
crop conditions is altogether contrary. We shall 
be lucky if relief does not have to be given next 
on as wide a scale as last winter

| The Passing Show

Do you remember seeing a few weeks ago 
on the news screen and in the newspapers, the 
picture of the four-masted barque Herzogin 
Cecile on the rocks off the coast of Devon. The 
big square-rigger—one of the few left afloat— 
had grounded in a fog, while several days ahead 
of al] her rivals in the yearly 
grain race from Australia. 

The gales have been kind 
to the ship. They have not 
lifted her, as I have seen 
great seas lift a ship and dash 
it again and again on the 
rocks, like a giant wrestler 
body-slamming an opponent. 
The ship was left intact, 
though so near to the cliffs 
that one might almost leap 
onto her yard-arms. 

Lady Houston, widow of a Liverpool ship- 
ping magnate who has made many patriotic 
gifts to the nation, offered to pay for the salvag- 
ing of the ship if the British Admiralty would 
use it as a training vessel. The Admiralty, in 
acknowledging the generous offer, explained 
that it no longer uses sailing ships.for the 
training of officers and men for the British 
Navy. 

The offer, however, has borne unexpected 
fruit. The ship was skippered by Capt. Sven 
Erikson of Mariehamm, Finland. Mrs. 
Erikson is the daughter of a former Cabinet 
Minister in the South African government. She 
had sailed as a passenger on one of the fleet. 
There she met Capt Erikson. Their blue-water 
romance ended in marriage. The vessel alone 
came to disaster on their honeymoon trip. 

Since the Admiralty declined the offer of 
Lady Houston, the resourceful wife of the skip- 
per made appeal to the British people for fin- 
ancial help to salvage and re-fit the ship. It 
met with generous response. While the money 
was flowing in, a well-to-do young British naval 
officer without announcement chartered two 
tugs and successfully hauled’ the vessel off the 
rocks. He requests that his act remain an an- 
onymous one. The hull is little damaged, being 
holed only in one place near the bow. The fund 
is being used to re-fit the vessel for sea. 

In recognition of the sporting help given by 
sea-lovers among the British people, Captain 
Erikson says he will take on each trip not fewer 
than six, and up to ten British apprentices, free 
of charge, so that they can get sea experience 
in sail.

The Australian government through its 
assistant minister for trade, Sir Henry Gullett 
recently announced a new tariff policy designed

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Itching of the Skin 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
When itching is present, the natural ten- 
dency is to rake the affected area with the 
fingernails; however, such a method of proce- 
dure causes an undesirable injury to the skin 
surface and at the same time, is attended with 


the danger of introducing bacteria into the skin 
during scratching. Therefore, 
the patient with any type of 
itching should be cautioned 
io keep the fingers away from 
the affected area, That is the 
first rule to observe and it 
should be made easy for the 
patient to avoid scratching by 
giving him other means of 
relief. 
The dictionary states that 
itching refers to “an uneasy 
fea, sensation of the skin.” How- 
ever, I am sure that any one who has been 
made uncomfortable by extreme itching would 
want to describe it in stronger terms than that. 
In a severe case the skin actually seems to be 
on fire, and while scratching provides moment- 
ary relief, the irritating sensation soon returns. 


I have had many patients tell me that they 
found itching so unbearable and infuriating 
that they were unable to sleep. While the 
sensation of itching is not in itself especially 
serious, nevertheless, when it is so pronounced 
that it regularly interferes with rest, it may 
have a noticeable effect in lowering the general 
health. 


There are two pronounced causes of itching. 
The first is the attacking of the skin by para- 
sites and other external irritants, and the second 
is an irritation of the nerves due to a toxic con- 
dition. The latter cause is very common. The 
médical term for a general itching which is not 
accompanied by a rash is pruritus and pruritus 
may localize in some particular part of the 
body, thereafter proving quite troublesome. 
Usually the skin appears perfectly healthy ex- 
cept where it has been scratched although it 
may have an appearance of dryness as though 
the normal oil were lacking. 


Pruritus may be so mild that it is hardly 
noticeable, amounting to only a mild tingling 
sensation, or it may be so severe as to make 
sleep impossible. This trouble is likely to ap- 
pear in the common disorders in which there 
occurs a toxic condition of the blood stream 
and is a frequent symptom in the following 
diseases: Diabetes, liver trouble, digestive dis- 
orders, jaundice, and Bright's disease. 

However, some of the other common causes 
of itching are a lack of oil in the skin which 
causes an abnormal dryness; the presence of 
paint, dust or oil of an irritating nature; the 
presence of skin parasites such as scabies; a 
disturbance of the sensory nerves; or to the 
deposit in the skin of some irritating material 
which causes swelling and redness. This may 
be poison from an insect as seen in a bee sting, 
or may be due to toxins eliminated by way of 
the skin, which toxins result from constipation, 
acidosis, the use of wrong food combinations, 
etc. Occasionally, itching of the skin follows 
the use of certain drugs. Also, itching may be 
the result of nervousness and will then appear 
when the patient is placed in a situation which 
develops nervous tension.

In the common types of itching, the nerve 
endings will be sufficiently irritated so as to 
cause an increase in the tension within the skin 
itself. Scratching seems to help partly because 
it lessens this tension. 

Any factor which will bring an increased 
blood supply to the affected area will make 
itching worse. Such a congestion of blood may 
be the result of warmth; for example, many 
patients say that their itching is intensified as 
soon as they go to bed at night, when the 
warmth of the bed coverings encourages a bet- 
ter blood supply to the skin

please tell me if dizziness at times and a tired 
feeling all the time are signs of high blood 
pressure? I am 46 years old, and a poor sleeper.” 

ANSWER: The only way to tell whether or 
not you have high blood pressure is to have 
an examination made by the use of the sphyg- 
momanometer, which an instrument for 
measuring blood pressure, but one with this 
disorder is seldom bothered by being unusually 
tired; he generally has plenty of energy but 
becomes dizzy upon extreme exertion.

Germany, France and Italy are training air pilots by the 
thousand, as compared with a scale of only hundreds in the Un- 
ited States, and a scale of something less than tens in Canada. 


The shape of the world, and natural conditions in Canada, 
make a keeping up with world progress in aviation one of the 
most urgent and important of national functions in Canada. 


At least one hundred thousand fully educated air pilots should 
be Canadian trained in the next ten years. This is properly a 
university function, because the mathematical and scientific 
training falls within the defined limits of higher education

versities across Canada when there is in existence a chain of

But lately quite a num- 
ber of women have been complain- 
ing that their liquid polishes lack 


durability, and chip and peel

Because of this fact, one well- 
known manufacturer of polishes 


decided to do a little experiment- 
ing. Well aware of the fact that 
most women use cuticle oil or 
cream when manicuring their 
nails, he decided to see whether 
there was any connection between 
this and polish applications. And 
his investigation showed that the 
chipping and peeling of nail pol- 
ishes were due to the improper use 
of the cuticle oil and cream. Oil 
is beneficial to the nails, of course, 
because it prevents the cuticle from 
hardening and the nails from grow- 
ing brittle. But the cuticle oil or 
cream should be used after the 
polish has been applied and is dry, 
and not before. 

People who apply cuticle oil or 
cream first when manicuring their 
nails, usually wipe it off before 
using polish. But it is next to im- 
possible to remove all of the 
grease from the nails. A thin film 
remains, and prevents the polish 
from adhering properly to the sur- 
face of the nails. The result is 
that the polish wears badly and 
peels off long before it should.
